FORELGN MINISTER TO STUDY STATIONING OF CRUISE MISSILES 
Decision Postponed

[Text] The ministerial committee for general policy (see 
the article) which met Monday night, “decided,” 
among other things, to entrust Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Nothomb with preparing for 17 September, “a decision- 
making procedure for the government's future ruling" on the 
possible stationing of 48 “Cruise” missiles on our terri- 
tory. 


in plain language, the agreement was once again reached 
through a well-used speciality of the art of governing in 
Belgium: the non-decision. As a matter of fr-t, it seems 
that, on 17 September, the only issue will be to reach a 
decision on the procedure by then worked out by the min- 
ister of foreign affairs. The date has not yet been set 
for the final decision on essential features. 


Yet, Nothomb had stated during the summer that he now had at his disposal all 
the factore needed to help the Belgian government adopt a definite position 
about the ‘Cruiees."” Tuesday morning at the ministry of foreign affairs, 
offictale were still being very discreet concerning the forms of the “pro- 
cedure’ to be drawn by Nothomb. They expressed the prudent opinion that 
“something was stirring” on Monday night and they added that the main thing 
was to find “a formula which would enable everyone to save face.” 


For it is indeed what is involved: not to offend at any cost any of the 
political factions making up the majority. Even though politicians dare not 
say 60, everyone knows that, should it be taken, the decision will not be 
based on foreign policy arguments constantly brought forward during the 
debate. 

















Uider tiesee ciltcumatances, we can wonder i! adopting the formula chosen by 
our Dutch nelghbora--namely, to adjourn any decision to the end of 198l-- 
would net have been more dignified. By so doing, we might have shown a 

more fundamental reapect for public opinion. To be sure, it ia rumored that

Helgium, they remain the same: roughly, like Van Miert, they are partisans 
of negotiations with the USSR on Euro-strategic arms. Sut they add that to 
leave knives in the coat room, as advocated by the Flemish socialist leader, 
it would be necessary, as the Soviets do, to own at least a few. 


Meanwhile, the Belgian government must face another deadline, that one quite 
real: the winter meeting of the ministers of foreign affairs of the Atlantic 
Alliance, in December, in Evere. Already in June, in Ankara, Nothomb had to 
announce to his partners that Belgium was requesting more time to think. We 
are all the more curious to see what he will tell them at the end of the 

year asthe arguments he had to unfold until now as being those of the Belgian 
government did not convince anybody.

Results of the meeting held on Monday by the miniatertal 
committee for general policy were also awaited with curl- 
osity. The purpose of this meeting was an attempt to 
reconcile within the majority various viewpoints concern- 
ing a few burning iseues, It was thus decided to “freeze” 
the 750 and 250 million credits allocated respectively to 
the national defense and communications budgets to compen- 
sate for the increase in energy prices. The government 
will decide how to allocate that billion after hearing-- 
no later than 31 December 1980--the conclusions of a 
special commission made up of parliamentaries, experts 

and military men, 


Another "hot issue" was also discussed. Concerning the 
possible deployment on our territory of 48 cruise mis- 
siles, the committee entrusted the minister of foreign 
affairs, Charles-Ferdinand Nothomb, with preparing a 
decision-making procedure for the government's future 
ruling. 


Finally, concerning our cooperation with Zaire, includ- 
ing military considerations, it was agreed to confine 
ourselves to implementing prior decisions taken by the 
previous governments. 


The first thing gathered from the lengthy communiqué read by Prime Minister 
Wilfried Martens following 6 hours of deliberation, is that, by royal decree, 
under the terms of the government's proclamation, the ministerial committee 
for general policy decided to create a special commission entrusted with 
enlightening the government on the main features of our defense policy, i.e., 
our agreements with NATO, the international context, the country's socio- 
economic and budgetary situation, the operational nature of our defense 
and the means earmarked to this end. 


Made up of parliamentaries, experts and military men appointed on the recom- 
mendation of the minister of national defense, this commission will have to 
submit, in priority and before next 31 December, an interim report on finan- 
cial means. 


Meanwhile, a one billion (750 millions for national defense and 250 millions 
for communications) credit aimed at compensating the repercussions of higher 
energy costs, will be allocated to the prime minister's budget for services. 


The government will base its decision on the future allocation of those 
funds on the commission's report. Identical criteria will be applied to the 
two departments involved. 


Minister of National Defense Charles Poswick emphasized that the creation of 
such a commission was not a "first" in the country's history. Similar pro- 
cedures had aldeady been used five times.

U'66 DIVIDED ON NUCLEAR WEAPONS PROBLEM 
Modernization Not Rejected 
Rotterdam NRC HANDELSBLAD in Dutch 1 Sep 80 p 1 


[Text] The Hague, 1 Sep--The national committee of 
D'66 [Democrats '66] does not entirely rule out 
modernization of nuclear weapons in Europe, it ap- 
pears from the policy platform draft for 1981-1985 
published today. The committee thus comes into 
conflict with the resolution of the party congress 
of 1 December 1979 which categorically rejected the 
production and stationing of new nuclear weapons. 


fhe national committee of D'66 does find that the Netherlands must reject 
the stationing of new medium-range weapons unless the number of 572 
rockets (decided upon by NATO in December 1979) is sharply reduced. Also, 
if SALT-II is not ratified, or if the Soviet Union shows a readiness to 
reduce the number of its rockets (SS-20, etc.) considerably, the Nether- 
lands will have to refuse to allow stationing of the rockets. Another 
condition is that the number of tactical nuclear weapons now in Eurupe 

is limited. 


At a congress in Amersfoort last year D'66 resolved that NAIfO should not 
proceed to a modernization of nuclear weapons. Even if talks on weapons 
itrol with the Warsaw Pact are unsuccessful the modernization must be 
rejected, if necessary with acceptance of an arms lag, the congress said 

in the Tommel motion which was adopted by a very large majority. The 
Dutch government on 15 December 1979 agreed provisionally to the placing 
of nuclear cruise rockets (after 1982) on Dutch territory. By the end 
of 1981 it would reach a definitive decision, partly depending on the 
outcome of weapons control talks with Moscow.

SP'S VAN MIERT CRITICIZES GOVERNMENT'S FISCAL, DEFENSE POLICIES

(Text) The PlemieW Socialieat Party (SP) has ite daily-- 
DE MORGEN--which costes it quite dearly. But it is to 

a Social Christian competitor--HET BELANG VAN LIMBURG-- 
that the SP president, Karel Van Miert, ie going to con 
fide his explosive words! 


This simple detail alone shows quite well the incoherence reigning today 
in our entire political life. 


At bottom, it is obviously @uch worse. Mr Willy Claes is vice-prime 
miniater and minister of economic affaires. He thus occupies an eminent 
position in the government. He is not the only SP representative there, 
since one also finds Mr De Wulf in Employment and Labor, Mr Willy 
Calewaert in National Education (Dutch-speaking sector), “Mr Marc Galle 
in [the mintetry of the) Flemish Community, and F. Willockx and Rika 
Stevaert ae secretaries of estate. One can therefore say that the SP 
is over-represented in comparison with its numerical size. 


Now this vice-prime minister, these three ministers who hold important 
departments and these two secretaries of state participated in the counci! 
of government which on 9 August approved unanimously the decisions taken 
the day before at a restricted cabinet meeting which nonetheless Mr Willy 
Claes attended and, doubtless, though we have been unable to prove it, 

Mr Willocks. 


Among these decisions, that which is most violently attacked by the presi- 
dent of the SP: the establishment of a 2 percent deduction from the wages 
and salaries of civil servants to pay for their pensions. 


But when this is pointed out to Karel Van Miert, he disavows the represen- 
tatives of his party in government, he disputes it!

Tindemane who, in a radio interview, characterized as “unpatriotic” 
the behavior of those who demanded parallelism between the passage of 
institutiona! reforms and measures of budgetary reform and economic 
recover 


Even within the party of the former prime minister, it was readily 
agreed that the word was “unfortunate.” We etrongly fear that in a 
short while all will have to admit that the word was too weak! 


Another former prime minister, Mr Edmond Leburton, has just oppor- 
tunely pointed out that in a recent television broadcast, Mr Willy Claes, 
vice-prime minister of the present government, confessed with a candor 
that does him honor that at 16 Loi Street no more than 2 hours out of 15 
‘ould be found for the study of economic and social problems. All the 
rest of the time was monopolized by institutional problems! 


This new hierarchy of priorities has once again been illustrated in a 
striking way.

They want security. And they are offered juridical insecurity in juris- 
dictional confusion, economic insecurity in poorly meshed institutions 
without financial means.

DEFENSE MINISTER CITES ARMY'S FUEL NEEDS, MILITARY BUDGETS

[Text] The whole controversy aroused by Mr Van Miert on 


military expenses can be explained in several ways. 


Let us suppose that at the beginning of 1980, the govern- 
ment deeides that during the course of the year the army 
im buy and consume 100 liters of gas at 10 francs per 
iter, and it appropriates to the ministry of national 
defense a "fuel" allotment of 1,000 francs. Then, dur- 
ing the year, the price of gasoline bought from abroad 

rises to 15 francs and perhaps in 1981 it will be 20 
francs, to the mid-80 [sic], Defense asks the govern- 
ment for the right to have 1,500 francs to pay for its 
gas for the year. It further asks that 2,000 francs be 
provided for the following year. 


This is the problem. Except that we are talking about tens of thousands 
of cubic meters of fuel at variable and unpredictable prices. 


And as the government seems to want to understand the problems of the 
minister of defense and give him several hundreds of millions in budget- 
ary supplement, Mr Van Miert, president of the Flemish socialists, says 
"No . Al 


The latter appeals, whether by public statements or by accepting the 
interpretations attributed to him, to the inadequacy of defense spending, 
laxity in the army's accounting, the possibilities of international 
detente which would make possible consideration of a relaxation in 
military preparation, and the urgency of peaceful negotiation with the 
Rast, which the supporters of a strong Western world believe has been 
pursued for years with scarcely any results. 


in Belgium, these aspects of things have become--this is news to no one-- 
problems for the government. Partners in the coalition, the Flemish 
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socialists are taking aim at the ministry of national defense, which ia 
presently in the handa of the Walloon liberals, 


With a view to the meeting of the committee on general policy, Mr 
Poawick, the minister of national defense, beatirred himself, through 
the intermediation of his collaborators, to persuade envoys of the main 
ministerial offices that the needs of the Belgian army and the increases 
in the price of ofl had nothing to do with the caprices of Mr Van Miert, 


Here, according to our information, is the essence of what was said in 
the course of this confidential meeting which included representatives 
of the prime minister, of Vice-Prime Minister Spitaels, of Minister of 
Finances Hatry, of the Secretary of State for Finances, Mr Willockx, and 
of Budget Minister Geens, 


The documents presented on this occasion will obviously be among the first 
which will have to be studied by the new mixed commission tor defense 
problems [creation of | which was announced (see our article) Monday 
evening by Mr Martens, at the end of the committee of general policy. 


The National Defense Budget of 1980 


The reasoning advanced is hardly more complicated than the imaginary 
example with which we started, 


For 1980, the budget ‘nitially demanded by National Defense was 82.5 
billion francs. During the course of the year it suffered the amputa- 
tion of 2.2 percent that was rigorously imposed on all departments by 
the government. And it was thus established at 80.6 billion. 


At the same time, on the international markets, the price of fuel climbed 
40 percent for army vehicles, 60 percent for airplanes and 135 percent 
for ships. 


Minister Poswick asked his colleagues, in order to meet the arithmetic 
of the situation, a supplemental appropriation of 1.4 billion (an 
alteration which was accepted in neighboring countries). He met with 
refusal. From this moment date the vicissitudes of the adventure of 

the fighter aircraft kept on the ground and the frigates immobilized at 
the docks. And various cuts will finally reduce the available funds for 
1980 to 78.4 billion. 


The 1981 Budget: 750 Million More 
Several weeks ago, the noxt problem was to establish the budget for 1981. 
Minister Poswick had accepted the imposed reductions, all the while 


demanding for 1981 a budget calculated on the basis of the initial 1980 
budget. A sum of 85.85 billion was accepted by the government. 
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land forces, the total cost calculated in 1980 would be 459.8 mil- 
ion, and 882 in 1981. For the air force: 1.6 billion in 1980 and 
.54 billion in 1981. For the navy: 38.4 million in 1980, and 118 
nillion in 1981, 


overall total came to 2.099 billion in 1980, It will probably be 
}.561 billion in 1981, the difference approaching 1.4 billion. 


We can provide, finally, the total of needs advanced by the army for 
981, in Belgium and in West Germany. We indicate for each type of 
fuel: the quantities requested, the price per liter in 1980, the price 
figures for 1981, and the total amount.

And the most recent calculations tend to show that the predicted rise 
in prices will be such as to require that the 750 million supplement of 
4 August to the 1981 budget could well grow to reach 1.1 billion by 
the end of this very vear.

DEBRE EXPLAINS POLICIES ON ELECTION ISSUES, ATTACKS GISCARD

[Excerpts] Michel Debre, without any doubt, is determined to maintain his 
candidacy for the presidential election right up to the end. He proclaimed 
it loudly, in any case, on Monday 8 September throughout the "'Cards on the 
Table" broadcast on Antenna 2. He even sought to have it believed that he 
could be part of the match until the "finale," since he asserted in a tone of 
mocking challenge that in the second round he would ask his voters not to 
vote--for his opponent, 


Thoroughly at ease in his candidate's skin, Mr Debre takes advantage of this 
opportunity to say everything that is in his heart and on his mind with a kind 
of restrained jubilation, without showing any concern about the other competi- 
tors, in whom he says he "is not interested." The election offers him a na- 
tional rostrum which he has hastily seized. As he has been known to do for 
the more than 30 years that he has been pounding the political podium, the 
former prime minister this time appeared to be animated again by the same love 
of fatherland, the same passion for the public good, the same faith in gran- 
deur, always impatient to enlist in all the wars that the country shculd fight, 
all at the same time, for oil, for the currency, for exports, for the birth 
rate, and also against sectarianisms, fanaticisms, hegemonies and ideologies. 


lf he has decided to throw himself into this battle, it was because "the seven- 
year term of the incumbent president of the Republic" has "disappointed him’ 
too much. The reproaches that he addresses with a harshness without appeal to 
Giscard d'Estaing go to the bottom of things, since because of him "France has 
been losing time for seven years and continues to lose it." To listen to him, 
the chiei of state has forgotten to fight fatality, neglected the grandeur re- 
quirement and abandoned will. This indictment spares no aspect of the action 
conducted since 1974, except perhaps the energy policy and the defense of the 
franc.

% daye each, it is to end on 14 September. About a dogen 
ministers are expected to participate in the activities 
which consist, particularly, of a critical analysis of the 
socialist project. Messrs Jean-Francois Deniau and Jean- 
Pierre Foureade, as well as Mrs Monique Pelletier, were 
present on Thursday. Mr Jacques Bianc, secretary general 
of the party, stated that this event should be “the high 
point of the PR's preparation for the presidential elec- 
tion, but without constituting the opening of this caa- 
paign.”

While the economic and social situation of the working people is 

teriorating daily and is expected to become worse with the admission of 
our country to SEC, capital gains strength, counterattacks and discovers 
new methods to prevent any slowdown in ite rising profits. One such 
method is the search for cheap labor potential. The solution is found in 
the »lion workers, the unemployed, the underemployed, the "sleves" who, 
haunted by poverty in their own countries, arrive in Greece seeking work 
for a piece of bread. The usage of them began after 1973 at an ever 
increasing rate which has reached a percentage of 20 to 30 percent, 


Twice as Many ‘Illegals’ 
According to Public Order Ministry date, aliens legally living in_Ureece 


mumber about 30,000, excluding, of course, those who /as touris stay on 
and work illegally and who are estimated to be twice as many. 





The statistical data show that at the end of September 1979, the number of 
aliens who had work permite reached 29,525, of whom 21,792 were men. They 
came mainly from Egypt, Pakistan, Sudan, Iraq, the Philippines and other 
countries. (f these aliens, a considerable number work in industry and 
mainly in heavy jobs. we met them in factories, in the repair facilities 
of the Llevsis and Perama shipyerds, in tanneries and cattle pens, in 
hotels and restaurants, in rich homes as domestics and generally in sectors 
where the foreign capital activity is particularly intense. More specifi-

How Hiring Je Done 


At thie point we should refer to the procedure needed for obtaining 4 work 
permit. First of all, Greek Law 4310/1929 prohibits alien non-skilled 
workers to work, except if such worker is selected by his Ureek @aployer. 


Data obtained from the Labor Ministry shows that the hiring of alien 
workers by various enterprises is done in the following manner: 


The employer submits an application to the nomarchy where his enterprise is 
located and to the Labor Inspectorate asking for a specific number of 
workers from a specific country for a specific project. If the application 
is approved the worker is invited from abroad and is given a formal work 
permit, the duration of which fluctuates from one day to several months or 
years, depending exclusively on the time needed for the completion of the 
specific project for which he was invited, 


Vauelly the aliens, having no class conscience and being unorganised, become 
easy prey in the hands of the employers. Their exploitation is indescribable. 
They are not being paid well, they are doing the hardest work and living 
under inhuman conditions. In the ghettoes of Khaidari, Aigaleo and Kallithea 
they live f and six together in amall rooms to avoid paying high 

ndivi rents. Their toil is exploited cynically, extraordinarily. 

do haw any kind of ingurance, they are not entitled to any allow- 

ance or leave and most importantly they cannot belong to unions cr contact 
political organisations. They live with the fear and anxiety of deportation 
since each year the mumber of deported aliens reaches 6,000, They pay or 
their embassies are asked to pay the deportation expenses. Yet, from a 
reliable source we learned that for such deportations the public order 
minister is given a special appropriation. 





From people who are employed in the Ippodromos (race track) we have learned 
that 200 Africans and Asians work there as "stablemen." A large number 

of alien workers are employed by shipyards, the Karelas /company/, ELSA, 
DELTA and other enterprises. 


6,000 Marriages for Securing the Permit 


It is estimated that 7,000 women at this moment are in Greece, of whom 
5,000 are Philippinoes. Most of them are employed as domestics in the 
Athens suburbs. They are even being employed in large hospitals as nurses. 
Many, 17 to 25 years of age, are working as "artists" in various suspicious 
bars in Athens and large provincial cities. Various employment offices 

are collecting large commissions for providing these girls to employers.

In other words, the shipowners blatantly 
disregard the Greek law which provides that the percentage of foreign 
seamen must not exceed 25 percent of a ship's actual force, Presently 
this percentaye exceeds 50 percent in most cases,

@iien workers are concerned, Also, many international agreements and 
naturally the very Greek lave sre not implemented.

"The question of alien workers should be solved. Complete data should be 
submitted to the Chamber of Deputies. They should be given equal rights 

as concerns compensation and insurance coverage. A systematic supervision 
should be carried out. Their hiring should be done only after the domestic 
active potential is exhausted,"

[fext7 The Officers' Autonomous Construction Organization JACOA/ was 
established as a lepal entity of private law by Mmergency Law 1563/50 for 
the purpose of assisting officers and warrant officers in the three 
branches of the armed forces to acquire their own houses. For this 
purpose AOOA provides lots for self-housing and loans for the pure of 
already built houses or for building new ones (private or apartments) in 
AOLA-owned lots. 


(fficers and warrant officers in Athens or Salonica cant ecome ALVOA members 
provided they do not own homes ana the value of the property owned by 

them and their wives does not exceed 150,000 drachmas, ACUA is administered 
by a 7-member council consisting of the chiefs of the three branches of 

the armed forces, a deputy chief of the Army General Staff /GES/, the 

GES Corps of Engineers' chief and two high-ranking or senior officers 

one of whom is a membor of the Military Justice and the other a finance 
officer. The counci. manages all of AOOA's property and its ceneral 
manager, who is appointed by the Ministry of National Defense, represents 
the organization and manages the personnel. AOCA derives ite income 

from member contributions, property revenue, loans, retainers on expenses 
for the construction of military projects, etc. 


Priorities 


The determination of priorities for claimants was made according to the 
Royal Decree of 17 May 1955 on the basis of which those entitled to 
housing are divided into two groups: those who do not have a house at 
all and those who own a house but whose value is less than 150,000 
drachmas or smaller in size than the ones AOOA provides. On the basis 

of their rank those entitled to t using are divided into three categories: 


The highest ranking officers each fiscal year receive 0 percent of the 

new houses, lots or loans AOOA distributes. Also, 40 percent are for 

senior officers and 20 percent for lower ranking officers (captains-- 
warrant officers) whose number is greater and who constitute the financially 
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weaker category. ‘thus, the services are rendered in a reverse ratio of 
Vhe real needs and indeed they only substantially help the highest ranking 
officer, This, after all, was the original guideline at the time AQUA was 
being eatabliahed, 


Un the basis of this logic, 7,000 stremmas of the original 10,000 stremas 
ADVA acquired in the Fapagos area were used for housing 2,400 high-ranking 
and senor officers when thous of officers entitled to such housing 
vould ..ave Seen served, us/ an organisation created for the purpose 
of providing homes to officers who indeed needed them served ony a3 a 
mechaniam for the distribution of an_immense property to 4@ relatively 
small number of privileged /officers7 and as an "invention" for certain 
contractors, 





Following the distribution (or homes/ in the Papagos settlement to the 
first privileged officers, rate of AOOA construction activity is 
limited to a few tens of apartment houses anmally. At this rate, it is 
impossible to accommodate the nearly 21,000 officers who are entitled to 
housing. The ACOA members each year are informed of programs which are 
certain to stay on paper. For years now, 3,275 stremmas in Pikerm have 
remained unexploited and each year money is spent for the construction 
of infrastructure projects--which appears to serve only the contractors 
while all the while the AOOA fails to reach a decision as to how to make 
the most of this property. 


The officers without homes are convinced that they are not about to be 
accommodated by an organization in which they cannot exercise any 
control nor express an opinion, 


Delay is the Rule 


AOOA whose 1980 budget exceeds 2.2 billion drachmas is not sble to cope 
with its obligations to the officers. On the other hand, despite the 

fact that it has a large staff of specialists (civil engineers, architects, 
etc.) AOCA has spent immense amounts of money for the preparations of 
studies by technical companies which (studies) most of the time stay in 
desk drawers. Projects valued at many million drachmas were awarded 
without bids, while in some cases bids were asked on the very day the 
awards were made, 


Delay in completing the projects is the rule. At the same time, the 
contractors have received very large down payments which they used to 
finance other projects. Indicative of the existing conditions is the 
fact that of the 60 million drachmas scheduled for construction in 
Larisa in 1979, only 5 million were spent during the first 6 months not 
for construction but as down payments. In the same 6-month period, out 
of the 464 million drachmas the budget provided for construction in the 
Athens area less than 100 million were spent... Yet, while in 1979 not 
a single construction project was completed, the 1980 budget provides for 
1,129 million drachmas for construction, 
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Accoriing to ALA ite budget is prepared in @ spirit of austerity. Yet 
the 1950 budget calle for 43 million drachmas in adainistrative expenses 
at a time when rost of ite major cadres (director general, Girectors 

of directorates, professional and auxiliary personnel) are active mombers 
of the armed forces and do not burden the budget with compensations, etc, 


In reality, the officers' contributions, the public subsidies (about 200 
million dractmas for 1980), the granting of loans (1 billion for 19860) 
and the organics. Lion's other income are used according to the practice 
prevailing in our country when it comes to using the money of the funds 
of the working people. It is expected that in 1930 the 1 wllion drachmas 
which according to the budget is deposited in banks wil. yieid just about 
30 million drachmas or about 3 percent per annum at 4 time when the price 
index fluctuates between 25 and 30 percent annually and the interest rate 
the banks pay has reached 22 percent. Ganks and companies exploit the 
AOOA wealth while the virvually unprotected members are told each year 
that completion of the fconatructio program announced 5 years ago has 
been postponed until the following year, 


The Lucky Ones 


The extremely few apartments available have cost far more than the budget 
provided. Tous the "lucky" cla ts will have to pay not only the lump 
sum /..«y veceived upon retirement/ but they will be forced to pay 
monthly mortgage payments exceeding 20,000 to 25,000 drachmas. No wonder 
that many avoid becoming AUCA members or cancel their membership. 


The fact, therefore, that the officers' confidence in AQ. A's ability to 
solve their housing has been irreparably shaken is justified. Moreover, 
the officers accept with great skepticiam each AQUA effort to justify 
the unacceptable delays and injustices as well as any promise for future 
improverents, They are convinced of the urgency and necessity to change 
the law so that they, through representatives in the AOOA administrative 
council, will have the possibility of exercising financial control and 
judicial protection. 


KKE has prepared a relevant proposal for such a law which it will intro- 
duce in the Chamber of Deputies.

into account in view of the tremendous extent of unplanned housing through- 
out the country; the disheartening absence of elementary infrastructure 
(sewage, trash collection and disposal) with the result that most of the 
country's municipalities are facing problems today; and the absence of 
plenned housing developments which would result in lower costes since 
certein common needs will be met together (common TV antenna, central 


heating, etc.). 











Objectives of the Effort 


The adoption of a pioneering spirit in the country's housing development 
serves, in addition to the economic advantages, certain wider national 
objectives such as: 


@. Social objectives (improvement of the quality of life) and developmental 
(regional development for Thraki);

Cne of the most important benmefite to the government io that the iafra- 
structure costs nstead of burdening the state budget for public investments 
will be indirectuy paid by the future residents of the housing developments. 
‘his will result fron the fact that the cost of developed land will be taken 
into account in determining the price of the houses in addition to the cost 
of acquiring the land, the cost of engineering studies, as well as the 

coste o° “‘rastructure and common areas, In spite of this considerable 
burde ., the chairman of the board of EXTENEPOL, I, Spenasas, believes that 
the Minal selling price of the houses will be fairly low because: 


1. @TENSPOL wil) not gain the appreciation of the land to be used with 
the result that the cost to the residents will be 7 percent--a level 
unprecedentedly low by Greek housing standards, 


a. There will be nc city planning problems because @i1 such relevant

3. ‘he major portion (60 percent) of the housing development will be sold 
by SATANEPOL with 5 percent profit. 


The announcementof prices for houses in category A will teke place 3 
months after the bidding for their onstruction has been completed and will 
be determined on the tasis of costs (total land costs, construction coste, 
land development and landscaping costs, and tax differentials), The 
initial prices will mamain velid for et least 3 months, and thereafter may 
be revised if the costs have changed. 


Pioneering Dements 


One has to admire the initiative of those who played « key role in designing 
these housing developments, and more specifically, 1. Spendzas, 2. Khadsi- 
dimitriou (“KTS director general), I, Mikheil (architect-city planner), 
and K. Teingas (mechanical-electrical engineer) who instead of following 
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the geoure pathe under Ureek construction standards chose to introduce new 
methods and techiiques, even risking to some amall degree the possibility 
of some failures because of the immaturity of Greek reality. 1t would not 
be an exaggeretion to say that every element in these housing developments 
conteaing one more ploneering idea, Let ue mention some of them: 


1. Playgrounds will be divided into private ones for each aquare biook 
and common to the children of several such blocks, There also will be 
playgrounds for children of different ages, specifically for children up 
to 3 years old, up to 6, and up to 9 years oldl 


2. Gare will be allowed only on the peripheral and the three main thorough- 
fares, while all other streets will be reserved for pedestrians, Never- 
theless, residents will not have to walk more than fifty metere since each 
block will have ite own parking! 


5. The shopping center will have in addition to public services, shops 
and « winter and summer movie theater (1) and a motel (1). Also one of 
the schools will have an euditorium suitable for large gatherings. 


4. During the first stage, « small sports center (track and field) will 
be included with more planned for vhe following stages. 


S. Only 10 percent of the entire land area will be covered by houses while 
in each lot the house will take up only 50 percent, 


6. To save on energy, there will be particular emphasis on insulation. 
The technical services of SKTENEPOL are moving in the direction of using 
double glass panes instead of the common glass panes. 


Sewage Jystem 


Jpecial mention must be made for the sewage system and the trash treatment 
in the housing developments because these are two of the burning problem 
throughout Greece which seriously affect the quality of life. Since these 
problems are due to the absence of planning and the official) attitude that 


the infrastructure is an...unnecessary luxury, it is especially noteworthy 
to emphasize the SXTENEPOL zeal in creating such an adequate infrastructure. 


With regard to sewage, there will be a center of biological treatment (what 
Athenians dream ofl!) which will receive all sewage, treat it and even 
deliver water for irrigation! 


The technical services of EXTOMEPOL have given a great deal of thought to 
trash collection and disposal. For this collection specially constructed 
containers of one cubic meter capacity will be placed at «a certain distance 
from the homes where the residents will deposit the trash in plastic bags. 
Then trucks will collect the containers with the aid of special lifte and 
return them to their initiel location. This very serious problem of trash

wehnica. personnel to review 41) possible alternatives, including som 

of the methods being successfully used in other countries. The high cost 
and the risk of having the machinery destroyed because of caustic chamicals 
agaociated with the burning method, the high cost and the low qualily of 
fertilisers obtained through the method of fertilizer processing and the 
aboonce of a loce market for old items recovered by the meticnd of recyling 
from trash, led the experts to opt for the traditional and proven method 
of sanitary bury .ng. 


Solar Serge 


A study by the National Gnergy ounce | [sc/ which wes made public recently 
(an extensive swamary appeared in © CIKONGRIAOS TAKHY OROMOS) and which led 
to the conclusion that it is wecessary to use coal to suppiy che country 
with energy, induced the technical services of ©. NePOL to study the 
juestion of fuels that shuld be used to meet the heating needs of the 
housing developmenta., Aa a rogult, the original thought to build « central 
Oil-using ; ant, #ile solar energ would be used @s an auxiliary source 
(mainly for hot water), was revieed in light of the Soc significant proposal. 
The great coal reserves which account for 75 pereent of all energy reserves, 
the low rate of exploitation at the present time (only 32 percent of energy 
needs are se by using coal) and the minimal poliution of cne environment 
are the serious advantages of using coal. 





‘nese facte led AXTHIsPOL to the decision to construct a central plant which 
will be able to use either coal or of1, or coal and ol. at the same timel 
This multiple option for Sue) is made possible by a simple change of one 
furnace, which can be done in 2 or 3 months during the summer, in this 

way it will be possible to overcome the shortage of coal or oi] over a 
certai: period, According to GKTENEIOL electri cal-mechanical engineer 
Tsingas, such a solution of the problem has the following objectives: 


a. Arore functional and economical installation. 


bh. Promotion of a new technology. This is a step prior to using a boiler 
station, which ia at the same time 4 more economical solution, 


The construction of « central plant which will serve all the homes in the 
complex, in addition to saving on the cost of separate central heating 
systems for each «partment building, has this added advantage: it will be 
in a position to utilize the industrial thermal losses from plants which 
in the future may be established in the area, thus saving fuel as has been 
done in many other countries| 


As we mentioned earlier, together with the central heating plant there 
will be auxiliary collectors of solar energ rainly to heat water for 
household uge. it is estimated that their uninterrupted functioning during 
the sunshine months will provide 65 percent of the annual needs for hot 
water while for the rest of the year the hot water needs of the homes will 
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be covered by the heating plant. Ouring the summer the solar plent will 
provide heat to the central heating plant which ie necessary for ite 
maintenance. it is explained that the option for solar energy was not 
dictated by reasons of economy, but in order to save the outflow of foreign 
exchange. The solar plant will cover only & percent of the total needs 
yet it will take up two-thirds of the total cost of the installation! ‘The 
solar collectors will consist of vacuum-type pipes which deliver much 
more than 65 degrees Coleius compared to domestic flat pipes which deliver 
4S to SO degrees Celsius, These collectors will function with a better 
delivery ratio. The vacuum-type pipes will be manufactured in Greece by 
importing only a few materials and it is estimated that they will be 
amortised during the same amortisation period of the entire heat-producing 
ins tellations. 





The use of coa)l has induced the executives of BEXTENEPOL and especially 1. 
Spendses to secure a port for the unloading of the coal in a properly 

arranged terminal. The ideal locetion for the Xanthi and Komotini housing 
developmente ie Porto-lago which ie scheduled for appropriate development. 


It should be noted that the development plants already provide for the 
construction of a terminal for the delivery of the coal from Porto-lago 
and for storage, an element indispensable for the continuous functioning 
of the heating plant in times of disorder, etc. The serious effort to 
save energy will enable SXTENKPOL to seek financing for the central 
heating plente from the Buropean Investments Bank, and it is now trying 


to arrange such financing. 
Conclusions and Reservations 


All the above show clearly that the housing developments in Xenthi and 
Komotini, at least on the basis of the plans so far, will signal the 
beginning of @ radical revision of the "housing" factor in our country. If 
we look deeper we will see that here we have « serious effort to adopt 
true planning which will become a moving force in the development co. «a 
balanced ectivity between the countryside and the major urban centers. 
This apparently has been understood by the opposition and by party and 
professional groupe which thus far have not shown the slightest negative 
reaction and which in fact seem to support this effort, at least up to the 
stage that has been so far planned. 


Heyond these general and positive points, it is necessary to seek and 
underline those eleme te which may become in the future the Achilles heel 
of this significant developmental effort which is causing so much anxiety 
to 3pendeas ani lis colleagues. Let us review those elements more 
specifically. 


l. The existing economic conditions (recession, inflation, cut-off of 
public investments, etc.) are expected t slow down especially long-ranye 
projects, as is this om. ‘he inability to find financing in the future 








may leave the project half-finished, in other words, such a serious and 
couregeous effort may come to naught, It ie reasonable te say that 
EXTENKPOL should take into account the expected econom c developments and 
secure alternative solutions for the worst of tham so thet thie important 
project can be completed, 


2, Jt de well known that all planned efforts that have been attempted 

in our country have been thwarted by etrong economic interests which refuse 
to sacrifice the benefits they have derived so far from the uneven develop- 
nent. There is a basis, therefore, for our fear that preswure. of euch 
interests on the government may prove more effective than the unquestionable 
need for the Kanthi and Komotini projects with the result that the govern- 
mont will renege on its obligations under one pretext or another. 


3. The Greek reality with regard to the implementation of the projects 
ie @ serious factor that must be taken into account. No matter how 
intelligent the plenning ma) be, the need for the construction companies 
to safeguard the projects against time delays or cost overruns creates 
several problems. EXTENEPOL must pay special attention to this point and 
mist select contractors based on merit alone, keeping in mind that the 
economic crisis affects the credit worthiness of companies (such as the 
case of THALJ®), 


4, Particularly important is the incorporation of the Aanthi and Komotini 
housing developments in @ long-range program for the regional development 
of Thraki. The joining together of fragmentary efforts as the case is now 
in Thraki cannot be seriously related to a long-range program having 

specific objectives. More specifically, we wish to raise these questions: 


a. Have these housing developments been coordinated with the construction 
of new industries in the vicinity so that the objective of "manpower 
mobility” will not become an empty promise? 


b. To what extent and in what manner are these projects connected with 
other projects now underway in Thraki? 


These two questions should have been answered by the appropriate government 
authorities if thay really wanted to have maximm benefit from the basically 
excellent idea of constructing these housing developments. 


5. Sven though one has said the best for the progress of these housing 
developments so far, it is necessary to stop emphatically on « particularly 
delicate point: the selection of house recipients.

VVD PLEADS POR STRONGER NATO, CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS 
Rotterdam NRC HANDELSBLAD in Dutch 8 Sep 80 p 53 


[Text] Enschede, 8 Sep--The VVWD [People's Party for 
Freedom and Democracy] wants a strengthening of NATO. 
It considers Spain's entrance into the treaty organiza- 
tion urgently needed. In the maritime field the tasks 
of NATO in the coming years must be extended to a 
larger area. 


These points were adopted by the general meeting of the members of the 
VVD in Enschede Saturday [6 September] in the Liberal manifesto, the par- 
ty's program of principles for the 1980's. 


The party expressed itself by a big majority in favor of strengthening 
NATO. The VVD members at the congress who saw the expansion of the mari- 
time tasks as a contradiction of the defensive character of NATO were 
Outvoted by a wide margin. 


The expansion of NATO's maritime tasks beyond the present treat, terri- 
tory was regarded as necessary to--as it was called--secure the overseas 
supply lines. A note indicated that this refers to operations on the 
high seas to ensure oi] deliveries to the NATO countries. 


in the defense field the congress also expressed itself in favor of 
strengthening modern conventional arms, as this would reduce the chance 
of a nuclear conflict. At the same time the congress declared that pos- 
session of nuclear weapons within NATO is still necessary, but did not 
declare itself on the stationing of nuclear weapons on Dutch territory. 


By a narrow majority the congress included a stipulation in the program 
of principles that compulsovy military service for women "need not be 
ruled out." Proposals to introduce compulsory military service for women 
did not get sufficient support. 





Referenda 


Un the point of parliamentary democracy the congress--contrary to the 
view of the Geertsema committee--included in the Liberal manifesto the 
possibility of having referenda (binding votes of the people on national 
questions). the adoption of this procedure in the constitution would 
have to be studied by a special state commission. 


fhe Geertsema ommittee stated in the Liberal manifesto that in the mat- 
ter of coalition forming the VVD will not refuse collaboration with PvdA 
and D'66 [Democrats of '60], The formulator, W..J. Geertsema, said that 
objections from the congress that this meant expressing a preference for 
PvdA (the Labor Party] and D'66 were unfair. Scrapping this passage, on 
the other hand--so he emphasized--would be interpreted as rejecting PvdA 
and D'66, 


Saturday in [nechede the VVD established the Liberal manifesto in its 
main outlines. The Geertsema committee will now set to work on the many 
proposed changes. In the fall of next year the party must definitively 
estal Lith the program of principles.

VAN DER KLAAUW: HUMAN RIGHTS ARE INTEGRAL PART OF FOREIGN POLICY

[Text] The Netherlands will think again about the 
détente policy as a result of the Soviet Union's in- 
vasion of Afghanistan. While the relation between 
Europe and America may be somewhat changed in some 
points, the cabinet is still acting on the basis that 
militarily Europe is still dependent on the nuclear 
protection provided by the United States. 


A separate section on human rights (honoring a wish expressed by the Sec- 
ond Chamber in May 1980) and a paragraph on the relation between Europe 
and America are the two new elements in the explanatory memorandum of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. The latter is in part the result of the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, by which that relationship was placed 
under severe stress after Moscow had tried to drive a wedge into the al- 
liance. 


The occupation of Afghanistan by the Soviet army runs like a red thread 
through the explanatory memorandum. it i .ne first time that the Soviet 
Union has tried to impose its will upon an independent country so openly 
by the use of its own fighting forces. A rethinking of the policy of dé- 
tente is thereby rendered necessary. The conference at Madrid will ac- 
quire a different character. 


The fact that within a few years a military superiority of the Warsaw Pact 
will have been achieved in practically all fields has, in the government's 
opinion, also made the relationship between East and West a definite mat- 
ter of concern. The government considers that a deeper cooperation with 
the Atlantic partners is indicated once more. 


U.S. Forces 


In the community of interests between Europe and America there have veen 
some shifts of emphasis, and this will continue to occur. Nevertheless, 
as concerns the military component, Europe is still just as dependent on 
American nuclear protection and on the U.S. forces in West Furope. For 
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that reason no alternative is conceivable, There are thus definite limits 
to |turope's possibilities of playing a separate réle on the world stage. 


in the chapter on Luropean cooperation, in the light of the Dutch chairman- 
ship that will begin on 1 January 1981 three elements are particularly em- 
phasized: the development of the community organization, financial 
responsibility (in connection with the budget conflict with England), and 
agricultural problems, 


With regard to decision-making, by far the most of the recommendations in 
the report of the 'Three Wise Men" are acceptable to the government, These 
will constitute a guideline for Dutch action, The government will encour- 
age the [EC] Commission to exercise its responsibilities in full. From 

| January on, initiatives are expected from the new commission, especially 
with regard to the aforementioned problem fields, 


Rehabilitation 


During the coming period of FC chairmanship the government wishes to com- 
bine consultation within the framework of the Nine with more intensive 
political consultation with the United States. This has todo in part with 
rehabilitation of old channels of consultation. After every conference 
within the framework of European Political Cooperation, both at the offi- 
cial level and at the ministerial level, the American government will be 
inforsos of what has been discussed, either through its ambassador him- 
self or through an American minister. 


The chapter on human rights contains a survey of what has been done in 
this field within the international organizations and bilaterally.

COUNTRY UNABLE TO FULFILL NATO OBLIGATIONS 
Rotterdam NRC HANDELSBLAD in Dutch 3 Sep 80 p 3 


[Text] The Hague, 3 Sep--Next year the Netherlands 
will not be able to fulfill the commitment made in 
NATO to increase the defense budget by 3 percent in 
real terms. 


Despite the concern that is also felt in The Hague over the international 
Situation, the Ministry of Defense cannot be excepted from the limita- 
tions on ministerial budgets contemplated for 1981. That means that the 
5 percent or about 300 million guilders extra for NATO will certainly 
not be possible. 


At his first press conference, P. de Geus, the new minister of defense, 
announced yesterday that he will shortly inform his NATO col.eagues that 
the Netherlands will not be able to observe the so-called 3-percent norm 
in 1981. The minister did not express himself on whether the Ministry 
of Defense can spend in 1980 the 170 million guilders that was provision- 
ally blocked in the spring of this year. If not, the budget increase of 
2.8 to 2.9 percent allocated will not be realized this year. (The 1980 
defense budget amounts to 10.8 guilders according to the appropriation. ) 


The limitations on the Ministry of Defense for next year will have to be 
met primarily by issuing fewer construction contracts and by postponing 
orders for materiel. The so-called long-term NATO plans (LTDP) will also 
be affected. 


The minister confirmed that the contemplated reduction of the minimum 
youth wage will yield a financial saving to the Ministry of Defense via 
conscripts’ pay. In defense ministry circles a saving of 20 million 
guilders is spoken of in that connection. 


However, no cuts in the personnel sector will be sought, either in numbers 
or in income level, De Geus said, with a reference to Minister Pais's 
plans along that line in the education budget. The reason is that defense 
is somewhat less sensitive to wage and salary costs than education.

The main outlines and priorities of the PvdA's "Rework" campaign platform 
will be a touchstone for collaboration with the CDA. 


In the PvdA's statement issued this afternoon it is stated that it is high 
time that the cabinet consisting of the two political groups of Christian 
Democrats and Conservatives was replaced by a cabinet of Socialists and 
progressive liberals (D'66). Since the great problems of these times can 
be attacked only by a homogeneous and vigorous cabinet, the PvdA's first 
preference is not for a cabinet with the CDA. Only if a cabinet of PyvdA 
and D'06 does not get a majority will it be necessary to talk with the 
CDA, according to the statement. 


According to the PvdA central committee the CDA has become more and more 
conservative in the last few vears. The CDA itself must clear away the 
barrier to collaboration and exchange its conservative course for a more 
progressive policy.

GOVERNMENT CONSIDERS CUTS IN WELFARE BENEFITS 
Cuts Detailed 


Rotterdam NRC HANDELSBLAD in Dutch 29 Aug 80 p 9 


|Text| The Hague, 29 Aug--The cabinet has found several ways of cut- 
ting welfare benefits without affecting the coupling of the welfare minima 
to the net minimum wage. That coupling will be maintained in 1981, too. 
in its request to the SER [Social Economic Council] for advice the cabinet 
continues to put strong emphasis on measures to restrict the calls upon 
social security. But the proposed measures will yield relatively little 
next year: about 100 million [guilders]. 


The position of the partially disabled on the labor market will be in- 
proved by a legal obligation for firms to have at least 5 percent disabled 
persons in their employ. There will be severe penalties for noncomp]i- 
ance. It will be made harder for the employer to discharge anyone after 
2 years' illness. Other suitable work must first be looked for in the 
concern. If concerns are required to have 5 percent disabied persons in 
theiremploy, according to the cabinet, there is no longer any reason to 
disregard the percentage by which a disabled person is unemployed in set- 
ting the level of benefits. The package of measures, according to the 
cabinet, will lead to a volume limitation in the WAO [Law on Labor Dis- 
ability] and AAW [General Labor Disability Law] of 10,000 persons. 


With regard to the reintroduction of the waiting period for sick benefits, 
the cabinet calls particular attention to the individual responsibility 
of employers and employees. It will continue to grant subsidies for im- 
provement of job opportunities. 


Requirements 


The provincial employment offices will be given instructions to apply the 
concept o suitable work more strictly. This could result in a reduction 
in unemployment of 10,000 persons. Stiffer requirements will be set for 
receiving an unemployment benefit. To be considered for an unemployment 
benefit based on the last wage earned, a person must have been employed 
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150 days the previous year, Those who have been employed a shorter time 
have a right only to the welfare minimum level, 


The cabinet hae alse decided pot to count travel time in determining the 
daily wages from which the welfare benefit is computed, 


The number of new jobs created in unemployment reiief projects neat year 
will amount to only 2 percent, Last year the increase in the number of 
such jobs was pereent, 


Lmpioyees in these relief jobs will in the future have to pay an adjust- 
ment contribution, this wipes out the advantage of not haviry to pay a WW 
junemployment insurance] premium. The cabinet expects a small saving to 
result from making the end date for welfare benefits uniform, All bene 
fits will end on the first day of the month following the 65th birthday. 


in wage and income taxes the deductions for old age and disability will 
be abolished. In anticipation of that step they will be lowered in 1981, 


Youth 


As of | October of this vear the cabinet will take measures to restrict 
the improper use and abuse of child allotment insurance. A maximum will 
then be set for the support costs that can be presented for a right to 
chil ‘otments. Proof will also be immediately required that children 
in college or university are actually attending college or university. 
The child allotment for children partially subject to compulsory educa- 
tion will be abolished. 


The gross minimum youth wage will be reduced. Up to now the youth wage 
has been set at the gross minimum wage reduced by 7.5 percent for each 
year that a person is younger than 25 years of age. The cabinet wants a 
reduction by 10 percent per year. This is based on the idea that the 
group of workers concerned here do not in general have to bear the costs 
of a (family) household of their own. Purthermore, they write to the 
SER, it can hardly be denied that a relatively high youth wage certainly 
does not promote youth employment. Conscripts' pay will also be adjusted. 


Those who leave school and cannot find work get the right to a relief 
benefit after only 6 months. 


Women 


\s an argument for the abolition of the AOW [expansion unknown] premium 
restitution for married women, the cabinet points out that when the AOW 
was introduced a compensation was added to wages to pay the premiums. 
Married women who get the premium back in addition to the maximum now in 
effect have thus always had a double compensation, according to the cabi- 
net. in the request for SER advice it is also pointed out that if man 
and wife are both public employees there is no premium restitution even 
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how. Another consideration that weighed with the cabinet is that certain- 
ly the group in question, having double incomes at a relatively high 
level, must be considered for a contribution to the solution of the socio- 
economic problems.

Pointing out the obliga- 
tion for industry to employ 5 percent more or less disabled persons, he 


suggests that the public authorities as employers should play a pioneer 
part in this. 


Weijers cannot give a definitive opinion until "the whole speech from the 
throne is up for discussion” and he has heard what the employers an‘ em- 
ployees think of the plans. 


That is also the reasoning of J. Rietkerk, chairman of the VVD [People's 
Party for Freedom and Democracy) parliamentary group, who for the rest is 
glad “that the plans have come out~-the VVD has been asking for them for 
years.” 


Ralanced 


The Dutch Christian Employers Union (NCW) sees the proposed cuts as “a 
balanced package of measures," insofar as they have to do with the less 
Straightforward applications of various forms of social security. "But 

it is only a beginning,” says an NOW spokesman, “and far from adequate for 
a structural attack. The system itself must be overhauled, and in such a 
way that the financial responsibility is placed at the level where it be- 
longs." The NOW would like, for example, a differentiation between firms 
in the levying of premiums for WAO and health insurance.

According to De Graaf's plans, there must be a basic benefit at the level 
of the weifare minimum to which every unemployed person who has worked 
65 days in the preceding year is entitled. In addition there will be a 
supplementary provision in which the idea of loss of wages occupies a 
more central position. 








lhe wages enjoyed previously and the length of the work history will in 
principle determine the level and the duration of the benefits, The sup 
plementary provision is applicable only if the person in question has 
worked more than 150 days during the year preceding the unemployment, 


very unemployed person has a right to benefits in accordance with the 
basic provision, regardless of the cause of his unemployment, Under the 
supplementary provision involuntary unemployment is a condition of the 
right to benefits, 


The secretary of state considers it socially justifiable to give unem- 
ployed persons with a long work history benefits at a higher level for a 
longer time than unemployed persons with a relatively short work history. 
‘iis proposals to that end are based on the following system: Benefits 
to unemployed persons who have the right to a supplementary unemployment 
payment are theoretically at 80 percent of the wages before unemployment 


with a stated maxioum) throughout the period of unemployment. 


\fter the lapse of a specified period, which is dependent on the length 
of the work history and possibly on age, that percentage is reduced annu- 
iliy. The new regulation will be based on equal treatment of men and 
women \ study group at the Ministry of Social Affairs is now engaged in 
drafting the new regulations, 


ihe study group is also considering whether the risk that a person loses 
his job because of medical unfitness for work is comparable to the unem 
ployment risk. If these risks are comparable, the two categories could 
have the same claims to benefits.

[Text] Rijswijk, 2 Sep--The average Dutchman, insofar as one may speak 
of that specimen, views his own situation in society with calm content- 
ment. in spite of the fact that a decline in prosperity appears inevi- 
table, increasing feeling of crisis prevails. 


That unexpected conclusion is reached by the Social and Cultural Planning 
Bureau [SCP] in its biennial report published yesterday. In it the bu- 
reau develops a detailed "photo" of Dutch society during the past 2 years 
and backs it up with a wealth of material from polls. 


The picture does not differ greatly from that of a few years ago. With 
regard to cultural changes, the Dutchman seems more and more in a good 
state of health. A good married life has become steadily less important 
for many during the past 15 years, In 1966 a good third of those asked 
considered that the most important thing; in 1979 the figure was only 
19 percent. After health, a reasonably good standard of living is most 
important to people, and more and more weight is placed on that. 


The planning bureau has no clear explanation for the contentment with 
life in spite of the phenomena of crisis in society. Perhaps the spell 
of “being able to get more and more” has been broken. 


Doubt 


The planning bureau doubts whether youth unemployment is really so much 
worse than unemployment among older persons. Among the young, long-last- 
ing unemployment occurs least, and there is very little evidence that the 
young have lasting psychic damage from unemployment. In the 1990's the 
declining birth rate will lead to a decline in the percentage of young 
unemployed people as well. 
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in view of the difficulties that older married women, for example, experi- 
ence when they want to work, the planning bureau finds it better to pursue 
a policy for newcomers to the labor market than a policy that is specifi- 
cally aimed at the young, It is found that the quality of work--a 
poorly defined concept, by the way--has certainly not improved, It is 
true that the physical stress is decreasing, but the psychic stress of 
working is becoming more and more intense, 


The report disposes of fairy tales that have grown up around welfare bene- 
fits. It does find that the establishment of minimum welfare benefits is 
the most important income-leveling contributions of social security. But 
the buying power of recipients of benefits is still substantially lower 
than that of workers, the difference averaging 30 to 35 percent. Recipi- 
ents of benefits lag particularly far behind public employees. 


Square 


The signs of crisis are properly recognized, such as high unemployment, 
increasing pollution of the environment, and rising crime figures. But 
none of this leads to an increasing desire to change society. The opinion 
that differences in property and income must remain as they are is taking 
shape more and more. The idea that class differences must be greatly re- 
duced finds much less support in 1979 than 4 years ago. 


The present climate characterizes the planning bureau with the term 
“square”; the feeling of prosperity prevails in our society. We do know, 
of course, that there are problem groups. in the big cities, especially, 
foreign minorities cloud the picture. 


in Rotterdam last year 60 percent of the minorities were concentrated in 
11 old sections, which accommodated only a fifth of the total population. 
Furthermore, the crime rate is higher among these foreigners (with the 
exception of the Turks) than among the Dutch population. This is pre- 
sumably connected with the age structure and the low social status of the 
immigrants. 


In the case of Moroccans and Turks there is the added fact that their cul- 
ture conflicts with western customs. In these groups aggressive and 
sexual criminality is relatively high and crimes against property low. 
Acceptance of persons of other races, especially Surinamers, in the neigh- 
borhoods has decreased. 


Reiection 


A number of “progressive causes" are rejected at the present time, but 
the emancipation of women constitutes an exception. It is growing more 
and more common for women to work and for them to get promotion at work. 


In the chapter on “Housing” in the report, on the one hand the word 
“squatter” does not occur, while on the other hand a number of pithy 
utterances on the modern housing shortage are to be found. 
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The pianning bureau is gloomy about the public authorities’ possibilities 
Of Making headway against the housing shortage before 1990, Attention is 
called to the fact that there are hardly any houses for the ever-growing 
category of the aged io meet their wishes a good 90,000 housing units 
for the aged would have to be constructed by 1985. But in 1978 only 
4,000 such unite were completed, 


burthermore, the past 10 years the necessary improvement in quality of 
new construction has been achieved, but if that had not happened consider- 
ably gore houses could have been built for the same money, “In 1960 not 
more than 1,000 guilders was spent for an ‘average’ kitchen; now amounts 
between 10,000 and 20,000 guilders are the commonest thing in the world." 


The chapter on justice and the administration of crim . ,aw devotes at- 
tention to crime prevention and to the position of the police and the 
legislator. 


Criminality 


A relatively high level of criminality is compatible with a high level of 
prosperity. Computers, wire-taps, weapons, and narcotics are examples of 
instruments that are used on both sides of the line. The willingness to 

make use of illegal means is growing. Now that the law provides more and 
more «maities in its regulations, the barriers of rules thrown up by the 
courts are broken through more and more often. 


fhe increase in crime and violence is profoundly felt. But the real vic- 
time of violence belong to categories of the population other than the 
ones that see the increase as a serious problem. Women and older persons 
are especially worried about crime, but the victims of violence are most 
often young men. 


The planning bureau also dwells upon the position of the police in soci- 
ety. The conclusion is that the police themselves must determine to a 
great extent how they will handle their twofold mission of tracking down 
criminals and rendering assistance. In the big city forces, especially, 
which have to contend with a great overload, a long persistence of this 
Situation can give rise to excesses. 


The Hague, 2 Sep--The criticism frequently heard that a great deal of the 
money appropriated for welfare does not reach the people for whom it is 
intended has not been valid for a long time. From the 1980 social and 
cultural report published today it appears among other things that social 
services (e.g., care of the aged and family care) and legal aid in the 
Netherlands do benefit the people that have the most need of them. That 
is the case to a lesser extent with all sorts of educational agencies for 
those no longer subject to compulsory education, with recreational and 
cultural services, and in the so-called ambulatory mental health care. 
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For this study the Social and Cultural Planning Bureau, in addition to 
participation of the welfare-state agencies, made for the first time an 
extensive survey among the consumers themselves. In order to make a 
start toward a measure of effectiveness, the SCP did not rely entirely on 
the information provided by the welfare agencies themselves, 


it appears from the study that a great deal of care is required especially 
by the groups that deviate from the usual family pattern: the aged, re- 
cipients of welfare benefits, single persons, The socially and economic- 
ally disadvantaged, persons with a low income and/or education, also make 
relatively great use of services. 


in the case of a great inmany agencies the objectives and the groups toward 
which they are directed ure not clearly enough determined in advance, the 
planning bureau found, so that it is hard to find out whether the agencies 
are effective in their work. 


The SCP hopes to inspire the various ministries to a rethinking of the 
social and cultural services by its biennial report. This year for the 
first time the cabinet has stipulated that all of the ministries must 
present their reaction to the 1980 Social and Cultural Report within one 
year.

PROPOSED CONSTI TUTLONAL CHANGES DO NOT AFFECT MILITARY FORCE

iText] The Hague, 3 Sep--The newly proposed constitu- 
tional provisions concerning defense do not affect the 
position of the armed forces, [Vice Prime] Minister 


Wiegel contended yesterday in a continued debate in 

the Second Chamber on a draft constitutional amenament. 
Under it the King's supreme authority over the armed 
forces would be abolished, as well as the appointment 
of officers by the King. 


The minister admitted that this involves inadequate recognition of the 
special character of the armed forces. (The officers’ association had 
called attention to this special character in a letter.) 


All that has happened is the establishment in a modern constitutional 
manner of what has already been the practice. Even in the past the armed 
forces have been subordinate to the political authority. 


Conscientious objections to military service must be "serious"; not every 
conscientious objection need lead to exemption. According to the minis- 
ter the newly proposed constitutional text on this point contains no ma- 
terial change from the existing text. 


The minister, supported by Prof Simons, the government commissioner, had 
no need of a specific constitutional provision concerning the imposition 
of obligations other than those for military and civil defense. It is 
not the intention to introduce a social service obligation. 


Orders of Knighthood 


In a discussion of a draft constitutional amendment concerning nobility 
and orders of knighthood, the minister opposed the possibility of nobil- 
ity for adopted children. He also showed understanding for the concept of 
an equitable distribution of honors over all strata of the population. 
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if medals of honor are abolishec, i. total number of honors will remain 
the same. The question of whetoe they have often served another func- 
tion will also be considered, as persons with long service are often con- 
sidered for special distinctions, There is also a proposal for posthumus 
honors for brave and distinguished acts. 


Next week the Second Chamber will vote on the constitutional proposals 
concerning defense, nobility, and orders of knighthood.

DOMESTIC DEMAND FALLS, EXPORTS SHOW GROWTH 
Madrid ABC in Spanish 27 Jul 80 p 25 


[Text] Domestic demand for touring cars continues to fali, forcing a 
decrease in production, while exports are the only positive item, and 
are holding their own with difficulty, according to a study by the 
Spanish Association of Manufacturers of Automobiles, Trucks, Tractors 
and Motors, which has compiled statistical data for May. 


Domestic sales have gone from 63,239 units in May 1979 to 52,813 in the 
same month of this year. This is a drop of 16.5 percent. During this 
period in 1980 12,000 less vehicles were manufactured than in 1979, 
which amounts to a decrease of 12.7 percent. Exports exceeded 50,000 
units, with an increase of 44.5 percent over those recorded in the same 
month of last year. In the period January to May, exports surpassed 
domestic sales, representing 49 percent of total production. 


Petroleum Products 


Regarding the consumption of petroleum derivatives, both gas oil and 
gasoline registered a decrease compared with the previous year, while 
more fuel oil was consumed, according to information released in the 
report "Industrial Situation," which provides figures for March, the 
latest available. Consumption of gasoline in March was greater than in 
the month of April. 


According to this report, consumption of gas oil during March was 1.014 
billion liters, 13.5 percent less than in the previous year. However, 
it was 1.2 percent more than in the month of April, when consumption of 
gas oil was 1.002 billion liters. 


The consumption of fuel oil during March amounted to 1.759 billion liters, 
which is an increase of 16.5 percent over the same month of last year, 

and a decrease compared to the month of April of 2.1 percent. In 

April 1.796 billion liters were consumed, while in March of 1979 
consumption was 1.51 billion liters. 


Finally, during the month of March 568.1 million liters of gasoline 
were consumed, showing an increase over the previous month of 8.9 percent,

GOVERNMENT SHARE LN LNDUSTRIAL INVESTMENT GROWS

|Text) Madrid--Financing by the public sector has grown by 254 billion 
pesetas in the firat half of 1980, according to estimates by the Spanish 
Private Banking Association (ARB). Comparison of this amount with chat 
of 30 June 1979 shows that support by the credit system to the public 
sector hae been in the amount of 340 billion pesetas, which represents 
an increase of 3 percent, 


Financing by the private sector, which includes credit holdings and 
securities, in its turn shows an annual growth rate of 18.2 percent, 
Which is practically the same as the final trate for the previous month. 
Credit holdings have grown 19.2 percent, and security holdings 6.6 
percent. Broken down by sectors, credit holdings have increased 20.3 
percent in banking, 15.2 percent in savings banks, and 18.9 percent in 
offictal credit institutions. 


The AES reports that in June, after 2 months of not applying to the 

Bank of Spain, the Treasury called once again upon the issuing bank; 
despite this the growth of the money supply has followed the pattern of 
deceleration observed in previous months. In fact, the dealings of the 
Treasury with the Bank of Spain reveal a level of payments of 166 billion 
pesetas monthly, and receipts of only 13) billion pesetas. At the end 

of June, the debt of the Treasury to the Bank of Spain rose to 674.1 
billion pesetas, according to figures trom the general balance sheet 

of the Bank of Spain. This figure amounts to a 22 percent increase over 
the @onth of May. The debt totalled 558.63 billion pesetas at the end 

of the first quarter of the year, going to 584.65 billion on 30 June 

and 552.35 billion pesetas at the end of May. In another connection, 

the general balance sheet of the issuing Bank shows that on 30 June 
currency valued at |.. trillion pesetas was in circulation, compared with 
the 1.14 trillion tallied on 31 May.

Villages are raided 
in the middle of the night under any pretext, and women, children, and the 
eiderly are tortured by commando units. To obtain the views on this sub- 
ject of those imprisoned at this time trom only a tew of these villages 
will unveii, in a clear manner, betore one's eyes the position held by the 
occupying Turkish Army in Kurdistan and the wealthy persons who own it. 


Let us listen to a Malaggirt villager as he tells what happened during one 
of the Turkish commando units' now "common" visits made to the villages 

ot Mus ia May. This villager's description of the torture he suifered is, 
in iteelt, a demonstration of great courage, because to mention torture 
received or to use this to one's own advantage means that serious punish- 
ment will ensue. These villagers are even deprived of making official re- 
sorts.  lé such is done, the units iamediately return to the village, and 
it is possible that, without any questions being asked or answers given, 
the villager, along with his relatives, is murdered or taken off to prison. 
For this reason, villagers cannot simply describe the physical and mental 
torture they experience nor can they submit complaints to any legal author- 
authority. Im this light, *be information provided by the villagers with 
whom we spoke and written in their own handwriting reveals a mass of 
facts. 








As with all the villages, the village of Zikres was raided towards dawn 

on 10 May. The people were taken to the village square, were lined up == 
women, boys, the aged, and children a8 well «= and were bit with nail- 
studded clubs. A villager named Melmet Sait Caylak was lorced to pass 
through the line of clube several Cimes until he fainted, was tied up by 
his leet, and then received 200 blows trom the clubs. His legs were torn 
apart. Later, bis back was set alire., To prevent him from going to the 
doctor, Chie villager wat taken away by the commando unit and was left tor 
4 days in prison without food or water. Because he had no money for medi- 
cine to treat his wounds of to even see 4 doctor, this villager was aban- 
dened on his deathbed, 


In the village of Goma Tomasto, the same actions took place at the same 
time. As @ result of torture, 4 pregnent woman lost her child. In this 
village, @ villager of 65-70 years of age was forced to eat 2 kilograms of 
salt. 


in a nearby village, the torture given another pregnant woman was not 
deemed adequate. Throwing her (rom « 4-meter-high building ensured her 
losing the baby. 


in the village of Molla Ali, an aged, bearded villager was torced to the 
ground. With someone stepping on bis beard, the old man was forced to 
stand up. In the end, the beard of the elderly man was torn off, 


In another village, Turkish Army commando units, wanting to prove to the 
world that they are an exploiting army, took liberties with the women. 
As 4 result, one woman was unable to walk for a long period of time and 
received hospital treatment. 


These and similar forms of torture occur trequently everywhere in 
Kurdistan, Turkish Army units, who apply this torture to the aged, to 
children, and to women they have never seen before, believe that being a 
Kurd (6 suiticient reason to subject these people to torture. The fact 
thet the privates in the Turkish Army, who have been equipped with the most 
racist and barbarian values in the world, are not at ali interior to 
Hitler's soldiers trom the standpoint of racism has been proven millions 

of times in Kurdistan. Even the highest officials are able to say to those 
who have been tortured and abused, “You are a Kurd. Your kind cannot 
atieve. Your kind deserves ail kinds of torture." 


The working macces now see in 4 more clear manner from the standpoint of 
their own lives that the fucure of the hungry, destitute working masses in 
Kurdistan, where, in addition to all this repression, everything of value 
has been seized, will be even worse than it is today. 


The heart of the matter is that it is torbidden in Turkey to mention 
Kurdistan, to talk about Kurds, who are living through all this. Even the 
most basic democratic rights of the Kurdish people have been usurped. The

And 
his only crime wes Co speak the Cruth about Kurds and Kurdistan <= Lacts 
very well known everywhere in the world and amongst the Turkish sovereign 
classes themselves. The reality of Kurds and Kurdistan, in the light of 
knowledge (rom a scholar, hits the Turkish sovereign classes in the face, 


Followin, laration of martial law on 26 December 19/8, repression of 
the . 9) working masses and che Kurdish people was increased further. 
Thro 2h the agency of the state and all its institutions, a total atmos- 


phere of terror was caused to reign. Each patriot, democrat, and socialist 
is subjected to his share of the terrorism that fails on him. Ikram Delen, 
owner of the ALA RIZGARI journal, which regards Kurcistan as socialist and 
which propounds theses related to the Kurdistan cevolution with a sociale

In May 1979, Delen was arrested anu since then has 
been moved and has been imprisoned in two jails for, ostensibly, a communi- 
ques he published and lor which he is legally responsiole, Even the judges 
that have “tried” him are unable to explain why he is being held in the 
Diyarbakir martial law prison that has him in custody at this time. The 
reason they cannot explain is because he is one of chose arrested in vio- 
lation of laws chat they themselves passed. As we stated at the outset, 
the laws of the Republic of Turkey state that owners of publications and 
their editors-in-chiel, ii there are such, cannot be held legally respon- 
sible even (i laws are broken. in other words, if there is a legal intrace- 
tion, it is the editor of that article who is responsible. it is for this 
reason Chat judges charged with representing the Republic of Turkey and 

its sovereign classes have held Delen and a number of other revolution- 
aries, democrats, and socialists who are in the same category as Delen and 
who have been arrested because they own publications for months and even 
tor years without showing cause and cannot, with a clear conscience, state 
the charges. Every day, it becomes more obvious thac the Turkish sovereign 
classes and (heir representatives oppose the working masses on every 

issue. The working classes now know the reasons why the Delens, the
